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Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the 
above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report 
them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, 
as it is of importance that the records of Vital Statistics should be 
complete. Herewith are extracts from the Revised Laws of 
Massachusetts, Vol. 1, Chap. 29, as amended by Chap. 280, Acts 
of 1912. 


Section 1. Physicians and midwives shall within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of: which they 
were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the 
city or town in which the birth occurred a notice stating the date 
and place of birth, giving the street number, if any, the number 
of the ward in a city and the family name. Failure to mail or 
deliver the said notice shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars for each offence. The notice required by this 
section need not be given if the notice required by the following 
section is given within forty-eight hours after the birth occurs. 


SECTION 2. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep 
a record of the birth of every child in cases of which they were in 
charge and shall, within fifteen days after the birth, mail or de- 
liver to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which the 
birth occurred a report of the birth, stating the date and place, the 
name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the names, ages, 
places of birth, occupations and residence of the parents, giving 
the street number, if there be any, and the number of the ward in 
a city, the maiden name of the mother, and whether or not the 
physician or midwife signing the birth return personally attended 
the birth. If the child is illegitimate, the name and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be stated except at the request in 
writing of both the father and mother filed with the return. The 
record to be kept by the physician or midwife, as above provided, 
shall also contain the facts hereby required to be reported to the 
city or town clerk. The fee of the physician or midwife shall be 
twenty-five cents for every birth so reported, which shall be paid 
by the city or town where the report is made, upon presentation 
to the city or town treasurer of a certificate from the city or town 
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clerk stating that the said birth has been properly reported to 
him. The report required to be made by this section is in addi-_ 
tion to the report required to be made by the preceding section, 
and as above provided, if made within forty-eight hours of the 
birth, the report required by the preceding section shall not be re- 
quired. A physician or midwife who neglects to make and keep 
the record hereby required, or who neglects to report in the man- 
ner specitied above each birth within fifteen days thereafter shall 
for each offense forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 
The city or town clerk or registrar shall file daily with the local 
board of health a list of all births reported to him, giving the 
following facts: date of birth, sex, color, family name, residence, 
ward, physician or midwife. 


SECTION 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every household, within forty days after the birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the city or town in which such child is born.

The Trustees wish to impress upon the inhabitants of the 
town that a public library is the proper place in which to deposit 
any manuscript or printed matter of any kind whether book, 
pamphlet, report, notice, poster, handbill or newspaper, that con- 
tains any direct or indirect reference to Hopedale. If each citi- 
zen will bear this in mind, and do his share in the matter, the 
library will eventually contain a more complete history of our 
town than can be made in any other way. : 

The Trustees will furthermore welcome any suggestion that 


will in any way increase the usefulness of the library. 
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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The Trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library respectfully 
submit the thirty-fifth annual report, and the twenty-second from 
the erection of the present building. 

Perhaps the most pleasing feature of the year is the gratify- 
ing increase in the number of books loaned. There has been a 
gain of over 2000, thus making a total circulation of over 28,000. 
This means that on the average every man, woman, and child in 
Hopedale has borrowed a book from the Library once in every 
four and one-half weeks, or nearly one a month. It is needless 
to add that this record places the Bancroft Memorial Library in 
the front rank among the Libraries of the State. 

In this. connection the Trustees wish to call the attention of 
the citizens of Hopedale to the summary of the work accomp- 
lished during the past twenty-one years, which the Librarian 
gives in her report. It is a surprising story of growth since the 
present building was opened to the public. 

The people who use the Library most and know it best are 
the ones who best appreciate the service rendered by our Librar- 
ian. The well balanced stock of books attests the care and judg- 
ment exercised in their selection, and demonstrates what can be 
accomplished by systematic and highly efficient planning. It is 
a pleasure to record that the Librarian has again been ably sec- 
onded by Mr. Meade, who has added the duties of Assistant to 
those of Janitor. 

The South Hopedale Branch under the capable direction of 
Mrs. Smith continues to serve the citizens of that neighborhood, 
and has made a very satisfactory showing. The Branch is open 
every Friday afternoon, and although the storms of last winter 
interfered with the transportation service, nearly 3000 books 
were circulated. 
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The Trustees have continued their policy of maintaining 
the building as nearly as possible in its original beauty. In ac- 
cordance with this policy the floors have had their annual refin- 
ishing, and some of the walls and ceilings have been redecorated. 
A troublesome leak in the roof has been repaired. ‘These renova- 
tions, together with the new heater installed a year ago, have put 
the building in excellent condition. 

Owing to the great increase in the cost of books, the Trustees 
have felt obliged to curtail the number of new books added each 
two weeks from fifteen to ten. The first of the year the Victrola 
concerts were discontinued, as they did not make the same appeal 
which they did when the Victrola was more of a luxury and less 
an article of household furnishing than at present. Likewise the 
attendance on Sunday afternoons during the past winter has not 
warranted opening the Library at that time, and after nineteen 
years of opening on Sundays it has seemed wise to break the 
custom. The Trustees have been reluctant to make this decis- 
ion; and, if at any time there should be a demand for Sunday 
opening, the Trustees would be glad to meet it. 

The Library has again been most generously favored with 
gifts of books by its friends. Miss Anna M. Bancroft, Mr. 
Frank J. Dutcher, and Mrs. Helen Draper Taft have presented 
many timely and beautiful books. Another volume of scientific 
interest has been added from the money given by General Draper. 

Friends of the Library have contributed $125 towards the 
drive of the American Library Association for the purpose of 
purchasing books for the benefit of the blind, and soldiers and 
sailors in Massachusetts hospitals. 

In conclusion the Trustees invite attention to the snort of 
the Librarian which gives the statistics for the year 1920, togeth- 
er with an account of the varied activities under her supervision.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits her fourteenth annual re- 
port, to which is appended the usual statistics of the growth and 
use of the library. 

On Dec. 14, 1920, the Hopedale Public Library completed 
21 years, in this building, known as The Bancroft Memorial 
Library and proudly, if quietly, celebrated its majority. A short 
table of the routine work accomplished in 1900 and in 1920, to- 
gether with a summary of total accomplishment, for the twenty- 
one years may, I hope, prove as interesting to the Trustees who 
have guided that work as to the librarian who has endeavored to 
bring it to fruition. To rightly construe the figures of the fol- 
lowing table, it should be noted that the population in 1900, ac- 
cording to the Assessors’ report, was 1,954, which, by the same 
report, in 1920 was 2,525.

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This table shows but a part. No compilation could take ac- 
count of the reference work; the work with the schools; work 
with the children in directed reading and story hours; work 
with the foreign born; attention to the local history collection ; 
special activities during the war ; additions to the equipment in 
the form of the children’s alcove, the victrola and resulting con- 
certs, and last but not least—our splendid branch at South Hope- 
dale. Imperfect as it is, however, it stands as a record of 21 
years of growth and service toward the ideal so well expressed 
by Dr. Bostwick in his book “The American Public Library”: 
“The library is now required to be an active, not merely a passive 
force; it not only guards and preserves its books, but it makes 
them accessible to those who want them and it tries to see that 
those who need them realize that need and act accordingly. The 
oldest libraries were store houses, first and foremost; as their 
privileges were extended to larger numbers of persons, they tried 
more and more to aid their readers; they classified their books, 
arranged them systematically, catalogued them. But not until 
very recent years did the library begin to conceive of its duties 
as extending to the entire community, instead of being limited 
to those who voluntarily entered its doors. The modern public 
library believes that it should in all cases bring book and read- 
er together.” 

Beginning in October, the number of new books added each 
alternate week was reduced from 15 to 10, because of their great- 
ly increased cost. Of the 506 books added this year, 206 have 
been the gift of individuals connected with our town, 233 have 
been purchased with special funds given by local people for the 
permanent use of the library, 10 have been donated by the Nation- 
al and State governments, and four by people outside the town, 
29 were bound magazines, and the remaining 24 purchased from 
the town appropriation. The following books bought with the 
interest of the Bancroft Fund seem worthy of special mention: 

Channing, History of the United States, 4v.; Gibbs, Now 
it can be told; Hudson, Book of a Naturalist ; McMaster, United 
States in the World War, 2v; O’Brien, White shadows in the

The 156 Italian books presented to the library by the 
Princess Boncompagni, at the very end of 1919, were made ready 
for circulation in April, and a printed list in Italian, containing 
also some information about the library and its rules, was issued 
in June. The library is deeply grateful to Padre Sella, of Mil- 
ford, for his interest in this collection and for the aid given in 
translating our message to his people for this pamphlet. These 
lists were sent, through the pupils in the public schools, into 
every Italian home. During the year 104 volumes from this col- 
lection have been circulated. 

The teachers and librarian, together, made a list of books 
for sunmer reading for each grade in our public schools. During 
the vacation, 225 books from these lists were read and reported 
on, in writing, at the library. On Library Day at the schools, 
this year Oct. 6, certificates bearing a picture of the library and 
signed by both teacher and librarian were presented to each pupil 
who had read and reported on at least three books. On this day, © 
books donated by two friends of the library were given to the two 
pupils who had read the most books through the summer, and to 
pupils perfect in attendance at the Children’s Reading Hour. 

During “Children’s Book Week’ in November, an exhibi- 
tion was made of some good books for children, which could be 
used for Christmas presents, in the hope that we might, in this 
way, be of service to the parents and friends who have difficulty 
in selecting good books as presents for children. We also acted 
as agents in purchasing the books when so desired—over a hun- 
dred volumes were so purchased. 

Our branch at South Hopedale has maintained a creditable 
circulation this year in spite of the fact that the severe storms 
shut it off from trolley connection with the main library, and 
therefore, all exchange of books, from Feb. 6 until April 2. This 
leap year has furnished 53 Fridays, on each one of which the 
library has been open with a total circulation of 2,969 volumes. 
This Branch is a success, even under heavy handicap, because 
of Mrs. Smith’s will and ability to serve. 
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This library has always been most favored in the gifts of 
its friends, and this year is no exception. Miss Anna M. Ban- 
croft has presented us with 22 volumes of current fiction and 
non-fiction, and, as for many years, our subscription to the 
“Christian Register”; Mrs. Helen Draper Taft has given 21 
volumes, eleven of them being beautifully illustrated juvenile 
books, her Christmas remembrance to the children using the 
library; Mr. F. J. Dutcher has given Coolidge’s “Have faith in 
Massachuestts” and Miss Grace M. Dutcher has continued her 
gift of the “Journal of American History”; Mr. John S. Henry 
has remembered the local photograph album with two excellent 
pictures, showing transportation conditions during the heavy 
storm last February; Mr. W. H. Jordan has given a copy of the 
“Practical Christian,’ bearing the date Oct. 12, 1844, and con- 
taining a notice of the marriage of Joseph B. Bancroft to Sylvia 
W. Thwing in Uxbridge, on Sept. 11, by Samuel Clarke, and fol- 
lowed by a copy of the hymn sung on the occasion. ‘These last 
two gifts are valuable additions to our local history collection. 
Beautiful cut flowers have been given by Miss Bancroft and Mrs. 
Bracken, and our Christmas wreaths by Mrs. Fred Butterworth. 

I would express my sincere thanks to the Trustees for con- 
tinued help and co-operation and to Mrs. Smith and Mr. Meade 
for loyal, intelligent service.

We submit herewith the thirty-fifth annual report of the 
School Committee. 

On the financial statement, it should be borne in mind that 
the Town received from the State in November, 1920, the sum 
of $3,460.00 as partial reimbursement of the amount paid for 
teaching and supervision for the calendar year 1920. This sum 
being paid directly into the Treasury, does not show in the 
school financial statement. 

We call attention of the voters to the report of Mr. Carroll 
H. Drown, Superintendent, in regard to the work and general 
school conditions for the past year. 

We have again lost quite a number of teachers through 
resignations to accept matrimonial positions. 

In these days of State and Federal Government interference 
with matters pertaining to the town and family, it is refreshing 
to find the following sentiments of President-elect Harding ex- 
pressed in one of his front piazza addresses last December. 

“Let no mother assume, when her baby of yesterday becomes 
the school boy or girl of today, that the responsibility is ended ; 
that the teacher, the school, the college, the State, will henceforth 
assume it. Let her rather redouble her effort to co-operate wisely 
with these in order that her child may have the double advantage 
of specialized and technically correct instruction, and yet live 
in the atmosphere of a home that will help it to make the most of 
these advantages. 

“On the side of the teacher, and the responsible authorities 
back of her, there must be the same ready disposition to co-op- 
erate with the home and the mother.”

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We cordially endorse the following from a recent editorial 
of the Boston Herald on the subject of ‘Padding our Public 
School Programs.” 

“The request recently made to the Legislature, that more 
attention be given in our public schools to the subject of fire 
prevention, can doubtless be supported by strong arguments. But 
the real question is: How far can we safely go in this loading 
of extraneous matters, however timely, on the curriculum of our 
schools? 

“Already we have, as every teacher knows, a surprising 
number of school days set apart for the special observance of one 
thing or another. We have ‘mothers’ day,” “arbor day,” ‘‘flag 
day,’ and what not. Scarcely a month passes but the school 
authorities have to consider requests that some good doctrine be 
impressed upon the minds of the children by setting aside a 
special day in the school year for it, or by devoting some time to 
its teaching. Yet it is perfectly obvious that these things, how- 
ever useful they may be, cannot be inserted in the school program 
without crowding the essentials of an elementary education into 


a steadily more restricted space. 


“Let us not forget that the really essential days in the public 
schools are the arithmetic days, the geography days, the spelling 
days, and so forth. If we sufficiently reduce the number of these, 
we shall be giving our children an inadequate education. Our 
present tendency to assume that because anything is worthy to be 
taught, the public schools must teach it, is unfortunate. Must 
we surrender all our supplementary agencies of education in 
social conduct? Is there to be no place for the home, the church, 
the Sunday school, and the playground in our plan of bringing 
up a child in the way he should go? These are fundamental 
questions which it is high time to face.”

1, of that year, may enter the First Grade in the fall term, but 
not later than October 1 except under special conditions. 

Children who shall become five years of age on or before 
October 1 of that year may enter the Kindergarten in the fall 
term, but not later than October 1 except under special conditions. 

(Conditions may make it necessary to change the age of 
entrance later.)

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF HOPEDALE :— 


The following is a brief report of the Hopedale schools for 
the year of 1920 with a few suggestions of their needs. 

The general program and plans of work for the schools have 
been changed but little during the past year. 

Outlines for the Courses of Study have been given all grade 
teachers. These outlines are in harmony with the State Courses 
of Study, and they suggest a few changes from the plan of work 
previously used in the schools. A few minor changes were made 
in the High School program. 

A Kindergarten ‘was opened in September. ‘The plan is to 
do one half year of Kindergarten work and one half year of work 
commonly done in the First Grade. This plan carried out 
through the grades should make it possible for a child who enters 
the Kindergarten to complete the Elementary Course in nine 
years instead of ten. The age of entrance was fixed at five years 
but may have to be raised later. 

The superintendent is urging the scheme of group work in 
the grades, which has many advantages. This method will give 
more equalized opportunities to all pupils and if carried out will 
make it possible for the more diligent and rapid working pupils 
to complete the Course in less time than when the whole school 
works as a unit. This is much better than allowing those of 
quicker minds to skip a grade and thus lose a year’s or half year’s 
work. 

We feel that more attention may well be given to developing 
the leaders as well as the slower minds. A nation without lead- 
ers, and with its people trained to a uniform standard would be- 
come weak and decadent. Equal opportunity does not require 
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an equal standard for intelligence and ability. Such conditions 
would tend to lower the general standard and crush the inspira- 
tion for higher ideals which are so essential in these grave times 
of uncertainty and intensity. 

The lines of instruction in auxiliary subjects are valuable 
and the instruction and training in schools should be broad in 
method as well as in subject matter. 

Though life does not consist wholly of the processes of the 
three ‘‘R’s,” and merely memorizing facts and juggling figures 
will give a poor preparation for life’s duties; yet the common 
branches are good mediums through which to give a training for 
power for thought and action. 

The manner in which a subject is taught will have more 
influence in true education than the subject taught. Hence, 
much depends upon the teacher. Intelligence and scholastic and 
professional training are essentials, but the attitude of the teach- 
ers and pupils toward their work and toward life is a more im- 
portant factor in making successful schools. 

Our ideal is a force of willing capable teachers with ade- 
quate salaries and conditions such that the character of work 
shall be inferior to none. We are not urging instruction in 
numerous new lines which may appear like fads and frills, but 
a more thorough training in the subjects taught. Our school 
work in general deserves commendation. 

Those who complete the grammar grades are especially well 
trained in ability to continue their education in advance schools 
or in the school of life; and our High School pupils and gradu- 
ates have attained high honors in proficiency. 

Not every one can or should go to college, and, perhaps 
many cannot have the advantages of the High School, but cer- 
tainly more of our children should receive the benefit of a course 
in training in our excellent High School. 

The lesser attractions of the present should not prevent our 
youth from seeing the value of education and the opportunities 
of the future. The enrollment of our high school is increasing, 
but in a town of our school population it might well be twice its 
present number. 
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The prospects are encouraging. A larger number of children 
are persevering until they complete the Elementary Course; also 
some of the intermediate grades are crowded. When schools 
opened this fall, it was necessary to open another school room to 
provide for the overflow in the fifth, sixth and seventh grades. 

If the school population continues to increase, building 
operations may be necessary in the near future. 

Our schools are housed in excellent buildings well equipped 
and well kept. Some minor repairs have been made this past 
year. The interior walls of the High and Dutcher Street build- 
ings should be refinished before long. 

The High, the South and Dutcher Street buildings have 
been supplied with telephone connections. This much needed 
convenience is greatly appreciated. We are trying to arrange the 
use of these so that they will not become a nuisance, but rather a 
help to all concerned, especially in case of emergency. 

Electric lights in the buildings not now equipped, will be of 
service on the short and dark days. 

A thorough renovation of the South building was made 
during the summer vacation. It is now in a very attractive con- 
dition, and with the new heating plant, the building is comfort- 
able and convenient. 

On account of the town park being closed this fall, the 
Dutcher Street and Chapel Street schools have had to use the 
lawns. An effort has been made to have as little injury as pos- 
sible done. Well kept lawns are very attractive, but the school 
grounds are for the schools and will have to be used when other 
conveniences are not available. When the park is open again, 
we hope to have the lawns restored to their former condition. 

We are striving for an economical use of books and supplies. 
They are the essential tools of the workmen in the schools. 
Children are careless in their use of books, and they should be 
trained in a careful use of property, especially public property. 

The facilities and opportunities for an education are be- 
coming so free in these days that they are but little appreciated. 
We are quite of the opinion that if an education cost our youth 
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something it would be valued more highly, and might better fit 
the young person for the stern realities in life. 

| The teaching of real thrift does not consist wholly in the 
training for saving money in the bank, but also in the economical 
use of energy, time, our natural resources and of property in 
general. 

There is no more important subject for instruction for 
children than instruction in, ‘‘How to Keep Well.” The health 
work carried on in connection with our schools is effective and 
valuable. The report of the school nurse mentions something of 
the work done by that department. The Dental Clinic has proven 
beneficial as an additional assistance in better care of teeth which 
is essential for good health. 

A reference to the report of the Sight and Hearing tests 
shows that the number of children defective in sight has greatly 
lessened in the recent years. Health education along these lines 
has shown parents the necessity and advantage of providing 
glasses for children with defective vision. 

The instruction in singing has been carried on with super- 
vision in the Hollis-Dann system which was put into the schools 
a year ago this past fall. The usual plan of training in tone pro- 
duction, the reading of music in the various keys and a study of 
the general technique of music with a scheme of definite work for 
each grade has been used. Some attention is being given to music 
appreciation. The results of thorough training now and in the 
past is shown by the singing ability of the children especially in 
the upper grades and high school. 

Under the direction of the Supervisor, the instruction in 
Drawing has been given along the lines generally given for free- 
hand drawing. Outlines for each grade are used in the schools. 
Attention is given to drawings related to holidays and special 
occasions. 

A class of girls from the eighth and ninth grades has re- 
ceived one lesson per week for nine weeks in Mothercraft given 
by Mrs. Sherburne under the direction of the Woman’s Club. 
Graduation exercises are to be held in March. 

On account of the large number of auxiliary subjects in- 
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cluding Freehand drawing, Manual Training, Mechanical draw- 
ing, sewing and cooking which are scheduled for the First and 
Second Year High School pupils, their program is too heavy. 
Some change in arrangements must be made. Pupils cannot well 
cover the work in the Academic Course and take all of these 
extra subjects in the first two years. 

We are trying to enlarge the course in Domestic Science. 
Text books have been supplied one class. If arrangements could 
be made, we think it would be better if more intensive work could 
be done for one year in the High School rather than spreading it 
over two or three years. It would be well if lunches could be 
served every day instead of two days a week only and also if 
warm lunches could be served the grade pupils who cannot go 
home for dinners. 

The high school Prize Speaking Contest held last spring was 
worthy of special mention. 

It was an entertainment which was a pity to miss. The train- 
ing for this contest is most valuable and well deserves the 
encouragement of the towns people. We are confident that the 
next contest, as well as the last one, will give an evening of real 
enjoyment to a crowded house. 

The instruction in Mechanical Drawing which has been in- 
troduced in the Ninth grade as well as in the High School is 
meeting with success. 

The readers’ attention is directed to the facts presented in 
the special report of the High School, the Manual Training, and 
the work of the school nurse. 

The ‘No school” signals are given with the school reports. 
The problem of calling off a session of school is a most difficult 
one. It is very hard to divine in the morning the weather for the 
day or for the half day. 

The throwing of a force of teachers and over five hundred 
children out of employment for a day or half day needs careful 
consideration, yet to expose children to the dangers of inclement 
weather may be very unsafe. There are days when parents would 
be justified in keeping a delicate child at home even when the 
schools are in session. 
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A goal of perfect attendance is worthy, but the absolute at- 
tainment of it is sometimes unreasonable. One day’s absence 
from school because of sickness or for some other especially good 
reason does not make a child a truant. Several of our schools 
are in competition for perfect attendance which is commendable. 
We have had a few cases of non-attendance and truancy. These 
cases have been well looked after by our truant officers. The 
school attendance in general is good. 

Parents and friends are welcome to be present at the general 
exercises and entertainment given by the schools, but they are 
especially urged to visit the schools to see their children at their 
daily tasks. A closer relation of parents and schools and a better 
understanding are desirable. 

Statistics show that there has been a large percentage of 
changes in our teaching staff each year. Best ‘work can be ob- 
tained only with the continued service of capable teachers. 
Schools will be more successful with loyal teachers who are able 
and willing to remain with the school system for a few years, or 
longer, than with frequent changes. 

One of our most discouraging conditions is the at indif- 
ferance of children toward education and school work. This con- 
dition is not peculiar to our schools alone, but is general. Too 
many attractions in other lines is the chief cause. Parents are 
urged to help the schools change this sentiment and to encourage 
a greater interest in the far reaching things of life. 

Our schools are fortunate in having access to a beautiful 
library well equipped with abundant good reading matter with a 
librarian who is interested in the best reading and willing to serve 
the schools. The children are patronizing the library to quite an 
extent, and more children should take the advantages given. As 
reading does so much in making character, the results would be 
far reaching for good if our children spent more of their spare 
time in choice reading. 

We continually see reasons for commendation of the work 
done in the years past, and feel that those who have guided the 
work of the schools deserve much credit. We are grateful to all 
concerned for the loyal support given the Hopedale schools, and 
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solicit your continued interest and help. Our goal is that the 
town shall maintain a system of excellent schools.

REPORT OF MANUAL TRAINING. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS :— 


Manual Training is now given in the Seventh, Eighth and 
Ninth Grades, and in the first year in the High School. It is 
also given in the advance, to those in the High School above the 
first year as care to take it. 

The work of the Seventh Grade is elementary, and consists 
of making those projects which will familiarize the pupil with 
the correct use of the tools, with their construction and adjust- 
ments. ‘The projects are also designed to please and interest the 
pupil. 

The work of the Eighth Grade is more strenuous, and takes 
in the making of one of the standard joints used in carpentry ; 
also some projects of a more advanced nature such as towel- 
racks, pedestal and others. 

The work of the Ninth Grade is similar in nature to the 
Eighth, except that joints and projects are more advanced. The 
High School work is similar to the Ninth Grade with advanced 
joints and furniture-making, with now and then a repair job for 
the school. The idea of the whole Manual Training Course is to 
give the pupil a working knowledge of the diffeernt tools and the 
standards as practiced in actual carpentry. Before any project 
is started, each pupil is required to make a working drawing of 
it, and has to work from his own drawing. ‘This idea serves a 
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double purpose. The drawings have to be correct before the 
pupil can start his work. 


MECHANICAL DRAWING. 


The Mechanical Drawing has been given this year in the 
Ninth Grade in the Grammar School. 

The work of the Ninth Grade has been given entirely de- 
monstrative, with the idea of teaching the pupils the fundamental 
principles of Mechanical Drawing, thus better fitting them to 
take those Science courses that require Mechanical Drawing given 
in Normal School and College, should they not take Mechanical 
Drawing in High School. The course consists of fifteen plates, 
covering conventions, use of instruments and constructions. 

The course in the High School specializes in Machine De- 
sign, the first year course consisting of sixteen plates, embodying 
the use of the instruments, geometrical constructions, screw 
threads, etc. The second year takes the pupil with perspcetive 
machine sketching, machine design, and the theory of ortho- 
graphic projections, principally the third angle.

* REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS :— 


I have the honor to submit herewith the annual report of 
the school nursing for the year ending January 10, 1921. 491 
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pupils were examined by Dr. Knight, the school physician, with 
the assistance of the nurse. 

328 notices were sent home to parents. 

59 notices for defective teeth. 
20 notices for adenoids. 
48 notices for abnormal tonsils. 
1 notice for impetigo. 
1 notice for chorea. 
3 notices for enlarged glands. 

Dental work has been done for 106, mostly by private den- 
tistry. 20 have been operated upon for removal of tonsils and 
adenoids. 

Many of the children who needed glasses received them 
through the help of the nurse. Several cases have been directed 
to the dental clinic. 

1385 inspections were made, also 150 home visits for fol- 
low up work.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL. 


Mr. CARROLL H. Drown, 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS :— 


During the past year the work has been carried on without 
interruption and with such excellent spirit that it has been pos- 
sible to accomplish a creditable amount of work, and the Hope- 
dale High School has enjoyed a successful year. 

Perhaps the most noteworthy feature of the year was the un- 
usual number of prizes won by members of the school in competi- 
tion. Madelene C. Galloway won a prize of $100 on the subject 
“How truth telling has helped me.” This was the first prize for 
High School girls in a state- wide competition. Joseph S. Fried- 
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lander and Godfrey J. Danielson won First and Second Prizes 
in the Patrick Peace Prize Essay ; and Godfrey J. Danielson won 
a scholarship of $200 for passing the second highest examination 
for admission to Worcester Polytechnic Institute. 

After a lapse of three years due to the war, the Washington 
trip was renewed last spring, and the Senior Class with several 
of its friends spent a week in Washington and New York. The 
trip was greatly enjoyed by all, one of its pleasantest features 
being the kindness shown the Class by Mrs. B. H. Bristow Draper, 
while in Washington. 

Of our ten graduates last June five have continued their work 
in their chosen courses. ‘The Class has one member in each of 
the following schools: Framingham Normal School, Sargent 
School for Physical Culture, and Wentworth Institute; and two 
representatives in the Worcester Polytechnic Institute. The 
School now has five of its graduates studying in the Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute. 

The School opened in September with an increased attend- 
ance over last year. With the growth of the town it is but reason- 
able to infer that the High School will gain in membership. 

The telephone, which was installed early in December, has 
already proved its worth, and is a great convenience.
